The number of what 
are called “full owners" now oper- 
ating farms is a little more than half 
of the total, but the number of full 
owners has decreased in the five-year 
period from 3,366,510 to 8,313,490.

Evening With Her Dull Mother—Why Men Shy 
Away From Widows With Children — Showin 
The Folly and Danger of a Secret Roictien 
Dear Mise Dix—What on earth is a family topic of conversation? In 
our home we seem to have nothing to talk about. Father and I both work 
in offices where there is very little opportunity to meet people during the 
day, er.d all that we have to talk aboul when 
we get home ig the fact that so and so has not 
paid his bil) or something like that. A mere 
attempt at conversation. Generally. father 
spends his evenings at his lodge or club. I do 
ot wish to leave mother at home, so I stay at 
home with her. Aga result I am left out of she 
good times cf the young people of my own page. 
Mother does net like to rend and vompiiins 
when I read. Mother never goes anywhere, be- 
cause, she claims, she is too busy; but I ¢oa't 
see how the work of caring for a house for 


three grown people should absor) her every 
minute. I am desperate over the situation. 


What should I do? 
DAUGHTER. 


Answer: 

I do not think that tt 
sacrifice all the pleasures o} 
by staying et home trying 
your mother. If you do, you 
you have. beon left to wither and 
the home shelf, 

If you want to keep in the procession you have to march with 
the crowd. If you drop out nothing is going to stop and hunt you up 
and drag you back into the rank again. They will just sweep on 

without you to where the hand is playing and the flags flying. 


We have to make an exertion to keep in society, just as we’ have to 
- make an exertion to get anything else that we want in life. We have to go 
often when we don't feel like it and when we would rather slump down by 
our own fireside in an old dressing gown than to make the effort 'to doll 
ourselves up and go forth and try to entertain people. 


But if you refuse invitations people soon cease to invite you. If 
you stick at home they let you stay there, 


Evidently that is what your mother has done. She has been too lazy 
and inert to cultivate those about her and make a place for herself in 
society and as a result she ie left out of everything, just as you will be if 
you follow her example and sit at home of eyenings instead of going out 
with the young people, 


And in addition to the pleasure you love, you cut yourself off from 
your opportunities of making a good . If you want to catch 
fish you may go where the good fishing ts. You will certainly have 
no chance of meeting cligible men if you remain at home with your 
mother, So you will be wise to go while you ure still young and 
attractive where you will at least have a show of finding some man 
who would make you a good husband. 

I do not believe that it is the duty of any girl to sacrifice her 
whole life to her wother,. Your mother had her chance at Hfe. You 
have a right to yours. 


Because she chose to let herself get narrow and dull, with no interests 
outside of her home and nothing to talk about except what happens in it, 
fs no reason for your giving up all the pleasure and happiness und oppor- 
tunities of youth in order to spend tircsome evenings with her. 


But let her example be a warning to you, and when you get 
married and have a home of your own keep its atmosphere bright and 
cheerful by keeping your interest alert and alive in everything that 
goes on in this exciting old world of ours. Keep up your social connec- 
tions. Go about with other people. Go to plays. Read. Touch life 
at every point. And if you do you will have no trouble about finding 


plenty of things to taik about in the evenings at home.

Obviously the men find you so attractive that they arc afraid that 
they will fall in Jove with you and they don't want to marry a woman 
with a child, 

That is easy to understand, and in common fairness you must get the 
man’s viewpoint on it. The high cost of living makes marriage almost pro- 
hibitive nowadays. It takes every cent the average man can make to sup- 


port a wife aione, and he feels that he cannot possibly afford one if he is 
encumbered with children, Also, fatherhood entails many sacrifices upon 
a man, and it takes one of an exceptionally generous nature to be willing 
to work and slave to support anofher man's child. > 


Then, too, most men fear to marry a woman with a child because 
they realize that they cannot help but be jealous of tt. They know 
that the child will always come between them and their wives, and, 
while a man may not mind his own baby's hands putting his nose out 
of joint, it is a different story when it is a step-child who does it, 


Women marry widowers with children very frequently because, for one 
etaingr, women are more generally fond of children than men are and find it 
aa r to be step-mothers than men do to be step-fathers.
